The partial age peg of the win- 
ter’s snow has revealed Edmonton in the 
filthiest condition of her long history. 

In some districts, great piles of silt 
‘and mud lie in depressions in the sidewalks. 

Almost everywhere there is a disgust- 
fing collection of debris clinging to kerbs, 
hetiges, fences and strewn along pave- 
ments. 

For instance, the fence along the pub- 
lic playground on 95th street is fairly 
lined with yellowed papers, old boxes, dead 
weeds, bottles, cans and almost any kind 
of refuse you wish to imagine. 


And this is only an example. 

The same conditions prevail, to a 
greater or lesser degree, in every part 
of the city. 

Surely it is not too early for the city 
to begin its clean-up drive. 

Surely the beginning of Spring is the 
time to clear. this stuff away and make the 
city look like Spring. 

Certainly citizens are not given much 
encouragement to clean up their own 
premises when public property looks like 
a junk yard at the tail-end of an auction 
sale. 


Treatment for Juvenile Offenders 


It is disquieting to learn that the Ed- 
monton Council of Social Agencies is not 
satisfied with the provincial government’s 
plan to establish a separate institution for 


juvenile offenders. 

Officers of the Council claim that the 
new institution will go no further than to 
segregate youthful delinquents from the 
adult population of the provincial jails. 

When the government first mentioned 
its plans in this regard, The Edmonton 
Bulletin pointed out that a home which 
did not employ all the features of the 
Borstal and kindred systems would fail far 
short of the present need. 

Segregation of juvenile from adult of- 
fenders is essential, of course. 

But this is the barest beginning in 


Give It A Suitable 


When is the Exhibition Association 
going to hang a new name over the Sales 
Pavilion door? 

Not only sports fans, but music lovers 
by the thousands are asking that question. 

Justified or not, hundreds of people 
know the building as “Stock Pavilion,” 
“Cow Palace,” or simply “Cow Barn.” 

Agricultural operations carried on 
within its bull-sale interior are far out- 
stripped by those of a sports, musical, cul- 
tural or genera! nature. 

Eleanor Roosevelt's objections to 
speaking in a ‘cow palace” have long since 
stopped echoing around civic circles and 
across Canada, but her sentiments are 
shared by countless Edmonton and dis- 
trict residents.

Penitentiary experience in Canada has 
shown that mere confinement and disci- 
pline accomplish nothing in the way of 
rehabilitating the inmates. 

If a definite and positive program of 
rehabilitation is found necessary in peni- 
tentiaries, how much more necessary is 
such a program in dealing with youngsters 
who have made the wrong turning? 

The provincial authorities, in setting 
up their separate institution for juveniles, 
have made a good start. But the job will 
not be finished until the Borstal system of 
rehabilitation is used in its entirety, —

The bicycle season is opening 
again and, from all appearances, 
there will be more bicycles than 
ever, 

As matters stand, cyclists are 
a distinct menace to traffic and 
to themselves. . Improvements 
are needed both as to facilities 
for cyclists and as to the conduct 
of the cyclists. 

In the case of main highways 
which have been widened, it is 
possible for cyclists to keep out 
of the stream of motor traffic 
and, unless they weave about, 
there is little excuse for any ac- 
cidents. But Edmonton still has 
a number of main highways 
which are very narrow and there 
is little chance of them being 
widened. These main highways 
are often the only route which 
a cyclist can use and thus, wheth- 
er it is a youngster* going to 
school or a workman going to 
work, we have a_ situation in 
which bicycles are wedged in 
along the heavy motor traffic, 
making it almost impossible for 
a motorist to avoid striking or 
injuring the bicycle rider. 

Quite apart from this danger, 
the efforts to avoid such cyclists 
slows traffic, making the con- 
gestion worse. 


Separate Paths 
Are Needed 


Surely it would be an obvious 
solution to provide a seperate 
sidewalk or, where no sidewalks 
have been built, to make a cinder 
path which could be used by 
cyclists exclusively. If that were 
done, bicycles could be prohibited 
from such highways and it would 


prevent accidents and provide 
better traffic conditions for 
everyone. 


Bicycles should be allowed in 
all areas and, quite apart from 
other considerations, it is foolish 
to expect that youngsters can be 
prevented from riding on the

Cyclists Should 
Be Considerate 


You will find a cyclist who 
insists upon riding down the mid- 
die of the road and those who 
want to pass him must pull out 
to do so. It is quite obvious that 
he feels he has just as much right 
to use that road as has anyone, 
else, and he exerts that right by 
refusing to budge. There is no 
question that he has a right to 
use the road, just as much right 
as any motorist. But even a mot- 
orist is required to pull over to 
permit traffic to pass. So far as 
that goes, such a cyclist is break- 
ing the law, since it Is not only 
necessary for any vehicle to pull 
over, but bicycles. are required 
to keep to the outside edge of 
the highway. Those cyclists who 
stubbornly try to exert rights 
they don't possess are not only 
a nuisance but a menace because, 
in attempting to avoid hitting 
them, there is a serious danger 
of side-swiping approaching traf- 
fic. 

The same can be said for the 
practice of bicycles being ridden 
two and four abreast on busy 
streets. This is not only a breach 
of the law, but a decided traffic 
menace, 


The time to straighten out 
these things is at the beginning of 
the season, and ifthe traffic pa- 
trols could take time to check on 
cyclists now, it would not be so 
difficult to establish proper 
riding habits which would enable 
youngsters and adults to ride in 
safety and at the same time pre- 
vent some of the accidents which 
are going to be inevitable if this 
matter is neglected too long.
